Perpelual Danger 
The inquiry into newspapers, radio, motion pictures, 
magazines and books financied by Time Inc. and En­ 
cy clopedia Brltannica has concluded the freedom of 
these agencies of communication is in danger from 
themselves. We wish the inquirers—13 of them headed 
by University of Chicago’s Hutchins—had ex plained 
th at this Is nothing new. 
Danger is the environm ent of all freedom It be­ 
comes in that respect a sy nony m for uncertainty : can 
m en bear out the claim they make to dignity when 
they assume the right to be free? The decision is never 
final But as long as it rem ains pending, freedom con­ 
tinues. 
There may have been a time when the danger to 
freedom, both internal and ex ternal, was less than it 
Is now; we doubt it. There may come a time when 
danger will cease; we doubt th at To talk of freedom 
without danger is as anomalous as to talk of love w ith­ 
out heartache 
The Hutchins committee lumps newspapers, radio, 
motion pictures, magazines and books into a single 
classification-the press. T ins suggests some interest­ 
ing possibilities, also some interesting questions. But 
for the time being it suggests chiefly that the comm it­ 
tee lias given toilers in the viney ards of each medium 
a chance to pick out the faults of the other fellow 
Criticism, to be valid, needs to be direct Newspaper- 
men for instance, are not prepared to defend associate 
features, Steinbeck's bankrupt realism , or singing com­ 
mercials on the radio.

It would be a horrible thing if Germ any floundered 
m iserably in the consequence of its national arrogance 
indefinitely .

Telepho ne wages co mpare fav o rably in each co mmunity with 


tho se o f o ther jo bs requiring similar skills. . That must be the 


po licy o f the co mpany in o rder to attract the kind o f peo ple that 


are needed to furnish high quality serv ice at reaso nable co st. Wages 


clearly abo v e tho se lev els are unfair to the custo mers who pay 


the rates fo r serv ice that pro v ide the mo ney fo r wages. 


The company , as a resu lt of recent and carefu l stu dies, believ es that present wages are fair 


to ail. 
But a strik e is such a serio us thing tha t the Ohio p ub lic is en­ 
titled to ha ve tha t q estio n sub mitted to Ohio a rb itra tio n. 


TELEPHONE FOLKS ARE DOING WELL 


The chances are that y ou know some telephone folks. There are many of them and they 
are fine people to know. 
If y ou do, y ou can ju dge pretty well how they are making ou t. 
You 
will know that they hav e ex cellent working conditions, steady work, good incomes, u p to three 
weeks v acation with pay , liberal sickness benefits and prov isions for pensions. 
You also will 
know that telephone people are paid while they learn their jobs and hav e opportu nities for pro­ 
motion that are u nsu rpassed any where . . . in an organization that brings all management peo­ 
ple u p from the ranks. 
These facts alway s hav e been well-known abou t the bu siness. 


For ex ample, when an operator in a mediu m sized town has been with the company for 
only eighteen months, inclu ding training time, she av erages abou t $.'17,00 per week. This figu re is 
in addition to pay for ov ertime, and is made u p of her base pay rate for forty hou rs, plu s differ-^ 
entials for ev ening work and ex tra holiday and Su nday pay ments. 
For eight y ears she receiv es 
regu lar increases in wages. The operator in a large town wou ld av erage two or three dollars 
higher and, in a small town, a cou ple of dollars lower than in the mediu m size town. 


In the last six y ears, basic wage rates for telephone employ ees hav e been increased 6H per­ 
cent ov er and abov e the regu lar progression increases. 
The cost of these basic wage increases 
in the past fou r y ears has been $10,6 7 4,1 l(i per y ear. 


WHAT THE UNION DEMANDS 


The u nion demands a $12 weekly increase for ev ery body , in addition to remov ing all re­ 
lationship of telephone wages with commu nity lev els and many other costly changes. 
If all the 
u nion’s demands were granted, they wou ld cost the company $35,000,000 a y ear. 
This wou ld 
mean an added cost of more than $2 month to fu rnish serv ice to each of ou r million and a qu ar­ 
ter telephones. 
If this increased cost were added to ou r 19 46 ex penses, the total wou ld hav e 
been $21,000,000 more than all of the money we took in. 


1HE FAIRNESS OF TELEPHONE WAGES SHOULD BE ARBITRATED 


The company is doing ev ery thing in its power to prev ent a strike. 
We bargained in good 
faith with the u nion. 
We proposed an ex tension of ou r present liberal wage contracts. We now 
u rge arbitration of the fairness of ou r wages. 
O ther matters being bargained, su ch as u nion shop, 
ju risdiction ov er telephone work, leav es of absence for u nion work, changes in pensions, etc., 
can be negotiated and they do not ju stify a strike. 
The company hopes that this whole m atter 
can be settled withou t hardship to the pu blic.
